REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are currently pending in this application. The Examiner has 
required restriction of this application and has grouped the claims as follows: Group 
I (i.e., claims 1-8), Group II (i.e., claims 9-19), and Group III (i.e., claim 20). 
Applicant respectfully elects with traverse the claims of Group I (i.e., claims 1-8) for 
examination. 

The MPEP sets forth that "[i]f the search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on 
the merits, even though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions." 
MPEP § 803. Applicant respectfully submits that the claims of Groups II and III 
should be examined together with the claims of Group I since a search for the 
subject matter of the claims of Groups II and III must be made in order to perform a 
thorough search of the prior art for the subject matter of the claims of Group I. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the search and examination of the subject 
matter of the claims of Groups I, II, and III does not increase the burden on the 
Examiner relative to only searching and examining the subject matter of the claims 
of Group I. Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider this 
restriction requirement and together examine the claims of Group I, II, and III.
